Mr. B ryan said he had no t tho u ght 
it pro per befo re to take part in the 
discu ssio n. 
He felt th at in dealing 
w ith qu estio ns of law 
proper,

to night we

u nder the stern of the Bowdoin, 
hoping th at when the tide rises 
they will lift the Bowdoin at least 
six inches.

fahrenheit

mosqu itoes getting into ou r ears, 
eyes, m ou ths and noses, you can 
imagine ou r difficu lties in com pari­ 
son to - which pack Ice, Icebergs 
thick fog, and gales of winds are a 
trifle and ev en looked forward to 
with pleasu re.

NEWSPAPER SERVICE AND RESPON­ 
SIBILITY. 
Fro m the Kansas City Star. 
The greatest secular influence in a 
man’s life is the 
newspaper 
he reads. 
That was the o pinio n o f Edward McGer- 
no n, superintendent o f the eastern divis­ 
io n o f the Asso ciated Press, in an address 
made in Lo well, Mass., the o ther day. “ It 
is no disparagement o f anyo ne,” said Mr. 
McKemo n, “ to say the average citizen 
do es no t kno w what he thinks until he 
has seen his daily paper.” 
This is bo rne 
o ut by the very frequent remark: 
“ I 
do n’t kno w anything abo ut it except what 
I have read in the papers.” That is abo ut 
all mo st peo ple kno w o f current affairs. 
Certainly 
the 
newspaper 
is 
the first 
so urce, almo st the o nly immediate so urce, 
o f such info rmatio n. Having in mind this 
dependence o n news service and the in­ 
fluence o f such service, Mr. McKerno n 
co ntinued: 
I canno t co nceive o f anything o f 
greater impo rtance to yo u than that 
yo u sho uld determine the integrity 
o f the so urces fro m which yo u receive 
what purpo rts to be a representatio n 
o f what is go ing o n in this day and 
generatio n. 
The apparent indiffer­ 
ence o f many perso ns o f intelligence 
to the fidelity o f news repo rts to me 
is appalling. 
Yo u might better take 
chances with yo ur bo dy and in yo ur 
business affairs than to have yo ur 
mind po iso ned by misrepresentatio n 
o f things as they are. 
That is no t an o verstatement o f the im­ 
po rtance o f newspaper repo rting. There 
has been so me gain in recent years in the 
dependability o f newspapers. 
The thick- 
and-thin party o rgan is almo st a thing o f 
the past, altho ugh no t yet who lly extinct. 
All in all, the handling o f big news has 
beco me mo re sensatio nal, as to display, 
but there is mo re zeal fo r the truth. Ho w­ 
ever, there still are co nspicuo us examples 
o f newspapers and news 
that 
depend 
mo re o n the lure o f the “ sto ry” than ad­ 
herence to the facts. 
I The best newspapers and the best news 
agencies make mistakes, o f co urse, but a 
fixed and determined po licy fo r accuracy 
establishes the character o f a publicatio n. 
The o ccasio nal and 
inevitable 
mistake, 
co rrected as quickly as it is disco vered, is 
no t harmful in any co nsiderable degree.
